3. I have more than 40 years of experience in the Held of professional photographic 
lighting equipment. 
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4. I am presently the chief technical end marketing consultant of Photck Inc. and have 
acted in this position for over ten years. 

5. J have read and understand the above identified Patent Application. 

6. I am involved in marketing a product, on behalf of Photek Inc., that is currently called 
" Digital Lighthouse" whioh is shown and described in the present Patent 
Application. 

7. Several years ago Pholek, Inc., marketed photographic umbrellas that they believed to 
be fabricated from color corrected, nylon material. There were well over 1000 
photographic umbrellas involved in this order which were believed would properly 
diffuse and reflect light for the intended photographic purposes. When these 
photographic umbrellas were used by the customers, Photck Inc. was immediately 
advised that there was reflected a condition of blue, which caused color distortion to 
the photographs. This resulted in all of the photographic umbrellas being returned and 
replaced with photograpJuc umbrellas fabricated from color corrected nylon material 
which functioned properly to obtain clear photographs. 

8. Based upon my experience with nylon mutcrial that was not color corrected, as 
outlined above in paragraph 7, 1 would not allow Dgital Lighthouses to be shipped to 
customers of Phoiek Inc. with fabric panels that were not fabricated from color 
corrected nylon, as to do so would result in a substantial monetary loss associated 
with the return of the products.
